The United Provinces Removal of Social Disabilities Act, 1047 (The Unit® d 
Provinces Act XIV of 1947) as modified by this notification. 


THE UNITED PROVINCES REMOVAL OF SOCIAL DISABILITIES ACT; 

1047, AS MODIFIED BY S. R. 0. No. 810, DATED MAY 23, 1951 

An Act to provide for the remcialof certain social disabilities cf certain clatue a J 

Hindus, 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the removal of certain social disabilities- 
of certain classes of Hindus ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short title and extent. — This Aot may be called "the United Province*. 
Removal of Social Disabilities Act, 1947 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Vindhya Pradesh. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub- 
ject or context— 

(a) “ place of public amusement ” means any place, enclosure, building,, 
tent, booth, or other erection, whether permanent or temporary 
where music, singing, dancing or any diversion or game, or the means o 
carrying on the same is provided and to which the public are admitted 1 
on payment of money or otherwise and includes a race- course, circus, 
theatre, cinema hall, music hall, billiard-room, bagatelle-room, and! 
gymnasium. 
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(b) “ place of public entertainment ” means any place, whether en- 
closed or open, to which the public are admitted, and where any kind 
of food of drink is supplied tor consumption on the premises for the pro- 
fit or gain of any person owning or having an interest in or managing 
-sucii place ; and includes a refreshment room, eating-house, coffee- 
house, boarding-house, lodging house and hotel ; 

(c) “ Chief Commissioner ” means the “ Chief Commissioner of Vindhya 

Pradesh 

{d) “ Scheduled Caste ” means a Scheduled Caste mentioned in the Sche- 
dule annexed hereto. 

(e) “Hindu” includes a Buddhist, Sikh, Jain, a follower of Arya or Brahmo 
Samaj or convert to Hinduism. 

3. Removal of disabilities.— No person shall, notwithstanding anything 
o ontained in any instrument or any custom or usage to the contrary 

(i) prevent any person merely on the grou r d that he belongs to a Sched- 
uled Caste from — 

(a) having access to, using or enjoying any river, stream, well, tank, cistern, 

water tap or any other watering or bathing place, any sanitary con- 
venience, any road, street or pathway or any cremation ground which 
is open to other Hindus , 

(b) using or enjoying at any lime or place the facilities of any public con- 

veyance, or any me«n& of conveyance which other Hindus have a right 
to use , 

(c) having access to or enjoying the advantages, facilities and privileges 

of any place of public amusement or public entertainment, any edu- 
cational institution, any hospital or dispensary or any other budding, 
or place used for public or charitable purposes which is open to other 
Hindus ; 

(d) having access to any public temple or enjoying the advantages, facilities 

and privileges of any such temple to the extent the same are available 
to other Hindus and subject to such conditions and the observance of 
such ceremonies as may be customary to the temple ; 

(e) holding any public office or carrying on any business, trade or occupa*- 

tion ; 

(ii) refuse to render to any person merely on the ground that he belongs to a 
Scheduled Caste, any service which such person ordinarily renders to 
other Hindus on the terms on which such service is rendered in the 
ordinary course of business; or 

{Hi) compel any person belonging to a Scheduled Caste to labour againsV 
the will of such person or make him to labour without wages or on in* 
adequate wages ; 

(iv) make a bride or bridegroom belonging to a Scheduled Caste, alight 
from a dola-palki at any public place, road or pathway or prevent 
such dola-palki from passing through any such place, rord or pathway J 

(v) injure, annoy or interfere with a person, belonging to a Scheduled Caste 

in the exercise of his lawful rights. 

4. Invalid conditions in a trust or endowment. — Where, whether before or*" 
after the commencement of this Act, any trust is created or any endowment made 
for Hindus generally, but not for any sect or class thereof, with a condition excluding 
a person belonging to a Scheduled Caste from deriving any benefit from such trust 
or endowment, the condition shall be void. 




5. Cognizance by couTj. —No oourt shall in adjud oating any matter or exe- 
cuting any order recognize any custom or usage, imposing any civil disability on 
any person meroly on the ground that he belongs to a Scheduled Caste and no 
au lority shall in carrying out the functions and duties entrusted to it under any 
law recognize any such oustom or usage. 

0. Penalty.— Tf anyporioi contravenes any of tho provisions of this Act. 
any rule made or order passed thereunder, or abets any such contravention be sbal^ 
on conviotion, l,o punLhed with imprisonment which may extend to three months or 
v/ith fine which may extend to two hundred rupees or with both, and in tho case 
of a continuing offence, with an additional fine which may extend to 25 rupees for 
every day after the first during which the offence continues. 

7. Rule-making powor. — The Chief Cominis -doner may mako rules for th e 
purpose ot carrying out the provisions of this Act.

An Art to provide f m the removal of certain social disabilities suffered by same section s 

of Hindus. 

Whereas it is expedient to foster a spirit of unity and harmony am ongst 
all classes of people and, to that end, to provide for the removal of oeitain socia ) 
disabilities suffered by some sections of Hindus ; 




1. Short title, extent and commencement.— ( 1 i This Act may be called the 
West Bengal Hindu Social Disabilities Removal Act, 1948. 


(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Tripura. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

£. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub- 
| eet or context, — • 

(a) “Hindu” includes a Buddhist, Sikh, Jain, Santal, AdibaBi, a follower 

of Arya or Brahma Samaj or a convert to Hinduism or any other 
person habitually professing himself to be a Hindu ; 

( b ) “Local authority” means such authority as may be notified by the 

Chief Commissioner in the offioial gazette ; 

ifi) “plaoe of publio amusement” means any plaoe, enolosure, building, tent, 
booth or other ereotion, whether permanent or temporary, where 
music, singing, dancing or any diversion or game, or the means of 
carrying on the same, is provided and to which the public are admit- 
ted either on payment of money or with the intention that money 
may be collected from those admitted and includes a fair, mela, raoe- 
courso, circus, oinoma, theatre, music hall, billiard-room, bagatelle- 
room, gymnasium or fencing school, and a stadium, stand or gallery 
from where any game or show is watched ; 

/(d) “plaoe of publio entertainment” means any place, whether enclosed 
or open, to which the public are admitted, and where any kind of 
food or drink is supplied for consumption on the premisos for the 
profit of gain of any person owning or having an interest in or manag- 
ing such plaoe, and includes a refreshment room, eating house, coffee 
house, tea shop, boarding house, lodging house and hotel ; 

! (e) “shop” means any premises where goods are sold either by retail or 
wholesale or both and includes a laundry, a hair cutting saloon or 
such other plaoe where services are rendered to customers ; 

if) “temple” means a place, by whateyor name known, which is dedioated 
to, or for the benefit of, or usod as of right by, the Hindu community 
in general an a place of publio religious worship, and includes subsi- 
diary shrines and mantapams attaohed to such plaoe ; and 

(ff) "worship” means suoh religious service as the bulk of worshippers at 
a temple may offer. 

3 . Equality of rights of all castes and classes of Hindus.— Notwithstanding 
• nything contained in any instrument or any law, custom or usago to the contrary, 
mo Hindu shall merely on the ground that ho belongs to a particular caste or class — 

(a) be ineligible for office under any authority constituted under any law 

or 

(b) be prevented from — 

( i ) having access to or offering worship at any temple ; or 

(ii) having access to or using any river, stream, 'spring, well, tank, cistern, 

water-tap or other watering place, or any bathing place, burial 
or cremation ground, any sanitary convenience, any road or 
pathway which tho members of other castes or classes of Hindus 
generally have a right, to use or have aooese to ; or 
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(Hi) having aeoess to or using any public conveyance licensed by the 
Chief Commissioner or any of his subordinates to ply for hire; or 

(iv) having access to or using any building or placo used for charitable 

or public purposes maintained wholly or partially out of the revenues 
of the Province or the funds of a local authority ; or 

(v) having access to a placo of publio amusement or a place of publio 

entertainment ; or 

(vi) having access to a shop to which the members of other castes and 

classes of Hindus generally are ordinarily admitted ; or 

(vii) having access to or using any placo set apart or maintained for the 

use of Hindus generally ; or 

(viii) enjoying any benefit under a charitable trust created for the bene- 
fit of Hindus generally ; or 

(c) be denied any service whatsoever whether in connection with oivio, 
social or religious practices or rites, by a Hindu who habitually ren- 
ders suoh servico in the course of his profession. 

4. Discrimination on grounds of caste or class prohibited. — No person in 
charge of any of the plaoos referred to in sub-clauses (i), (n), (iv), (v), (vi) and (vii) 
or any conveyance roferred to in sub-clause (Hi) of clause (b) of scotion 3 shall 
impose any restriction on any Hindu or act in a manner as to rosult in discrimina- 
tion against him merely on the ground that he belongs to a particular caste or class. 

6. Courts not to recognise any custom or usage imposing disability on a Hindu 

on ground Of caste or class.*— Except in matters governed by Hindu Law, no Court 
shall in adjudicating any matter or executing any order recognise any custom or 
usage ^ other than a custom or usage having the foroe of law) imposing any social 
disability on any Hindu merely on the ground that he bolongs to a particular cast© 
or class. 4 

8. Local authorities not to recognise any custom or usage imposing disability 

on ground of caste or class, — No local authority shall in carrying out the func- 
tions and duties entrusted to it under any la*w recognise any custom or usage im- 
posing any aooial disability on any Hindu merely on the ground that he belongs to 
a particular caste or class. 

7. No Hindu to be denied admission to any educational institution on ground 
Of caste or class. — No Hindu shall be denied admission to any sohool, college or 
other educational institution meant for the publio merely on the ground that he 
belongs to a particular caste or class. 

8. Penalties. — ( 1 ) Whoever — 

(а) prevents any Hindu by reason of his belonging to a particular caste or 

olass from having access to or using any of tho places referred to 
in sub-clauses ( i ), (u), (iv), (v), (vi) and (vii) or any conveyance 
referrod to in sub-olauso (Hi) of olause (6) of seotion 3 or from enjoy- 
ing any benefit under a charitable trust referred to in suh-olause 
(mi) of olauso (b) of the said seotion or denies to any Hindu any 
sCrvioe referrod to in clause (c) of that seotion or abets suoh prevention 
or suoh denial ; oi 

(б) contravenes the provisions of section 4 of seotion 7 or abets the contra- 

vention thereof, 

®hall, on conviction, be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
*o throe months or with fine which may extend to rupees two hundred or with both 
and if he is the owner or occupior of any place of public amusement or of any place 
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of publio entertainment, or of any shop in regard to ’which the offence ie com- 
mitted, shall, in addition, bo liable to have his license or permit, if any, in respect 
of such place of public amusement or such place of public entertainment or such 
Shop oanoollcd. 

9. Offences under the Act, to be investigated by a police officer without the 
Order Of a Magistrate. — Notwithstanding anything contained m the Codo of Crimi- 
nal Procedure, 1898, (Act V of 1898), a polico officer may investigate an offence 
punishablo under this Act without the order of a Magistrate. 

10. Power to make rules. — The Chief Commissioner may make rules for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act.

An Act to provide for the removal of the social disabilities of Ilarijans 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the removal of the social disabilities 
of Harijans ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1, Short title and extent. — (7) This Act may he called the Bombay Harijan 
(Removal of Social Disabilities) Act, 1946. 

(2) It extends to tho whole of the State of Kutch. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context, — 

(a) “Harijan” means a member of a caste, race or tribe specified in the 
schedule hereto annexed ; 
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(b) "Hindu” includes a Buddhist, Sikh, Jain, a follower of Axya or Bramha 

Sumaj or a convert to Hindrusni ; 

(c) “local authority” moans a local authority as defined in the General 

Clauses Act, 1897. 

(d) “jilace of public amusement” means any place, enclosure, building* 

tent, booth or other erection, whether permanent or temporary* 
whore music, singing, dancing or any diversion or game, or the rneanB 
of carrying on the same, is provided and to which the public are 
admitted either on payment of money, or with the intention that 
money may be collected from those admitted and includes a race- 
course, circus, theatre, music hall, billiard-room, bagatelle-room, 
gymnasium or fencing school ; 

(e) “place of public entertainment” means any place, whether enclosed or 

open, to which the public are admitted, and whore any kind of food 
or drink is supplied for consumption on the premises for the profit 
or gain of any person owning or having an interest in or managing 
such place ; and includes a refreshment-room, eating-house, coffee- 
house, boarding-house, lodging-house and hotel ; 

(/) “shop” means any premises where goods are sold either by retail or 
wholesale or both and includes a laundry, a hair cutting saloon 
or such other place where services are rendered to customers. 

3. Rights of Banians — Notwithstanding anything contained in any instru- 
ment or any law, custom or usage to the contrary, no Harijan Bhall merely on the 
ground that he is a Harijan— 

(a) be ineligible for office under any authority constituted under any law 1 

or 

(b) be prevented from — 

(i) having access to or using any ri\er, stream, spring, well, tank, cistern, 
water-tap or other watering place, or any bathing place, burial 
or cremation ground, any sanitary convenience, any road or path- 
way which the members of all other castes and classes of Hindus 
have a right to use or have access to ; 

(it) having access to or using any public conveyance licensed by the 
Provincial Government or any local authority to ply for biro ; 

(in) having access to ox using any building or place used foi charitable 
or public purposes maintained wholly or partially out of the reve- 
nues of the Province or the funds of a local authority ; 

(iv) having access to a place of public worship or amusement or a place 

of public entertainment ; 

(v) having access to a shop to which the members of all other caste and 

classes of Hindus are ordinarily admitted ; 

(in) having access to or using any place set apart or maintained for the- 
use of Hindus generally but not for the use of any particular sec- 
tion or class thereof ; 

(nil) enjoying any benefit under a charitable trust oreated for the benefit 
of Hindus generally but not for the benefit of any particular section 
or class thereof. 

4. Discrimination against Harijans prohibited. — No person in charge of any

— No local authority shall in carrying out the functions and duties 
entrusted to it under any law recognise any custom or usage referred to in section 8. 

7. Penalties. — Whoever — 

(a) prevents any person, by reason of bis being a Harijan, from having 

access to or using any of the places referred to in sub-clauses (i), 
(Hi), (iv), ( v ) and ( vi ), or any conveyance referred to in sub-clause 
(ii), of clause ( b ) of section 3 or from enjoying any benefit under a 
charitable trust referred to in sub- clause (vii) of clause (6) of the said 
section or abets the prevention thereof ; or 

(b) contravenes the provisions of section 4 or abets the contravention there- 
of, shall, on conviction, be punished with imprisonment for a term which may ex- 
tend to three months or with fine which may extend to Rs. 200 or with both. 

8. Enhanced penalty in certain cases alter previous conviction. — If any person 
who has been convicted of any offence punishable under this Act is again guilty 
of the same offence he shall be punished on the Beeond conviction with imprison- 
ment for a term which may extend to six months or with fine which may extend 
to Rs. 600 or with both and if he is again so guilty shall be punished on the third 
Qif any subsequent conviction with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to one year and shall also be liable to fine which may extend to Rs. 1,000. 

0. Offences under Act cognizable. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
In the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (V of 1898) an offence punishable under 
this Act shall be cognizable by the police.

AS MODIFIED BY S.R.O. No. 813 DATED MAY 23, 1931. 


An Act to provide for the removal of certain social disabilities of cert An classes 

of Hindus. 

W hube ,8 A is exped j nt to provid 1 for the removal of c-rfcftin 800 AI disabili- 
ties of certain classes of Hindus; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short title and extent - — (1 ) This Ao; muy be called “the United Provinces Re- 
moval of Social Disabilities Act, 1947”. 

(2) 'It extends to the whole of the State of Himachal Pradesh. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context. — 

(a) “place of public amusement” means any place, enclosure, building, tent, 

booth, or other erection, whether permanent or temporary, where 
music, singing, dancing or any diversion or game, or the means of 
carrying on the same is provided and to which the public are admitted 
on payment of money or otherwise and inoludos a race-oourse, 
circus, theatre, cinema hall, music hall, billiard-room, bagatelle- 
room and gymnasium; 

(b) “place of public entertainment” means any plaoe whether enclosed or 

open, to which the public are admitted, and where any kind of food 
or drink is supplied for consumption on the premises for the profit 
or gain of any person owning or having an interest in or manag- 
ing such plaoe; and includes a refreshment room, eating-house, coffee- 
house, boarding-house, lodging house and hotel; 

(c) “Chief Commissioner” means the “Chief Commissioner of Himaohal 

Pradesh”. 

(i d ) “Scheduled Caste” means a Scheduled Caste mentioned in the sixth 
Schedule to the Representation of the People (Amendment) Act, 
1951 and set out in the schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Removal oi disabilities. — No porson shall, notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in any instrument or any custom or usage to the contrary 

(i) prevent nny person merely on the ground that ho belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste from — 

(a) having access to, using or enjoying any river, stream, well, tank, cistern. 

water tup or any other watering or bathing placo, any sanitary con- 
venience, any road, street or pathway or any cremation ground which 
is open to other Hindus; 

(b) using or enjoying at any time or place the facilities of any public con- 

veyance, or any means of conveyance which other Hindus have 
a right to use; 

(c) having access to or enjoying tho advantages, facilities and privileges of 

any place of public amusement or publio entertainment, any educational 
institution, any hospital or dispensary or any other building or place 
used for public or oharitablo purposes which is open to other Hindus; 

(d) having access to any publio temple or enjoying tho advantages, facilities 

and privileges of any such temple to the extent tlie same are available 
to other Hindus and subject bo such conditions and the observance 
of such ceremonies as may be customary to the temple; 
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(e) holding any public office or carrying on any business, trade or occu- 
pation; 

(ii) refuse to render to any person merely on the ground that he belongs to a 
Scheduled Caste, any service which such person ordinarily renders to other Hindus 
-on the terms on which such service is rendered in the ordinary course of business; or 

(iii) compel any person belonging to a Scheduled Caste to labour against the 
will of such person or make him to labour without wages or on inadequate wages; 

(iv) make a bride or bridegroom belonging to a Scheduled Caste, alight from a 
•dola-palki at any public place, road or pathway or prevent such dola-palki from 
passing through any such place, road or pathway; 

(v) injure, annoy or interfere with a person, belonging to a Scheduled Caste 
in the exercise of his lawful rights. 

4. Invalid conditions in a trust or endowment. — Where, whether before or 
after the commencement of this Act, any trust is created or any endowment may 
for Hindus generally, but not for any sect or class thereof, with a condition excluding 
a person belonging to a Scheduled Caste from deriving any benefit from such trust 
or endowment, the condition shall be void. 

5. Cognizance by court. — No court shall in adjudicating any matter or exe- 
cuting any order recognize any custom or usage, imposing any civil disability on 
any person merely on the ground that fie belongs to a Scheduled Caste and no 
authority shall in carrying out the functions and duties entrusted to it under any 
law recognize any such custom or usage. 

6. Fenalty.— If any person conti av cues any of the provisions of this Act, 
any rule made or order passed thereunder, or i bets any such contravention he shall, 
on conviction, be punished with imprisonmert which may extend to three months 
or with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees or with both, and in the case 
of a continuing offence, with an additional fine which may extend to 25 rupees for 
everyday after the first during which the offence continues. 

7. Rule-making power. — The Chief Commissioner may make rules for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act.

An Act to provide for the levy of « tax on the sale of goods in the State of 
Yindhya Pradesh. 

Preamble. — Whereas it is expedient to provide for the levy of a tax on the sale 
of goods in the State of Vindliya Pradesh. 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Act may beoitedas the 
Central Provinces and Berar Sales Tax Act, 1947. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Vindhya Pradesh. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as may be notified by the Central 
Government in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subjeot 
or context, — 

(a) “ Commissioner ” means the Sales Tax Commissioner appointed under 

sub-section (1) of section 3 ; 

(b) " contract ” means any agreement for carrying out for oash or deferred 

payment or other valuable consideration — 

( i ) the construction, fitting out, improvement or repair of any building, 
road, bridge or other imm ovable property, or 

(«) the installation or repair of any machinery affixed to a building or other 
immovable property, or 

(Hi) the overhaul or repair of any motor vehicle : 

(c) “ dealer ” means any person who, whether as principal or agent, carries 

on in the State of Vindhya Pradesh the business of selling or supplying 

goods, whether for commission, remuneration or otherwise and includes 
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a firm, a partnership, and a Hindu undivided family and includes also 
a eooioty, club or association selling or supplying goods to its mombers ; 

Explanation . — The manager or agent of a dealer who resides outaido the 
State of Vindhya Pradesh and who carries on the business of selling 
or supplying goods in the State of Vindhya Pradesh shall, in respect of 
such business, be deemed to be a dealer for the purposes of this Act ; 

(d) " goods ” means all kinds of movable property other than actionable 

claims, stocks, shares or securities and includes all materials, artioles 
and commodities, whether or not to bo used in the construction, fitting 
out, improvement or repair of immovable property ; 

(e) “ prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made under this Aot ; 

(f) " registered dealer ” means a dealer registered under this Act ; 

(ff) " sale ” with all its grammatical variations and cognate expressions mean® 
any transfer of property in goods for cash or deferred payment or other 
valuable consideration, including a transfer of property in goodB made 
in course of the execution of a contract, but does not include a mort- 
gage, hypothecation, charge or pledge ; 

Explanation (I) — A transfer of goods on hire-purchase or other instalment 
system of payment shall, notwithstanding that the seller retains a 
title to any goods as security for payment of the prioe, be deemed to 
be a sale ; 

Explanation (II ). — Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in any other 
law for the time being in force, a transfer of goods, in respect of which 
no tax can be imposed by reasons of the provisions contained in Article 
280 of tho Constitution shall not be deemed to be a sale within the 
meaning of this clause. 

(h) “ sale price ” moans tho amount payable to a dealer as valuable considera" 

tion for — 

(i) the sale of any goods, less any sum allowed as cash discount according 
to ordinary trade practice, but including any EUm charged for any- 
thing done by the dealer in respect of the goods at the time of or 
before delivery thereof other than the cost of freight or delivery or 
the cost of installation when such cost is separately charged, or 

(tt) the carrying out of any contract, less such portion, representing the 
proportion of the cost of labour to the cost of materials used in 
carrying out such contract, as may be prescribed ; 

(i) " taxable quantum ” means — 

(a) in relation to any dealer who himself manufactures or produces any 

goods for purposes of sale by himself, five thousand rupees ; or 

( b ) in relation to dcaleis not falling within clause (a), such sum or sums as 

may be prescribed ; 

(j) " turnover ” means the aggregate of tbe amounts of sale prices, and part. 

of sale prices received or receivable by a dealer in respect of the sale 
or supply of goods or in respect of the Bale or supply of goods in the 
carrying out of any contract, effeoted or made during the prescribed 
period ; and the expression “ taxable turnover ” means that part of a 
dealer’s turnover during such period which remains after deducting 
therefrom— 

(a) his turnover during that period on — 

(i) the sale of goods declared tax-free under seotion 6 ; 

IMG. of I. 
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(ii) sales to a registered dealer of goods deolared by him in a prescribed 
form as being intended for re-sale by him, and sale to a registered 
dealer of containers and other materials for the packing of snoh 
goods ; 

(in) sales to any undertaking supplying eleotrical energy to the publio 
under a licence or sanction granted or deemed to have been grant- 
ed under the Indian Eleotrioity Act, 1910 (IX of 1910) or by any of 
the Rulers of tho Covenanting States now constituting Vindhya 
Pradesh of goods for use by it in generation or distribution of suoh 
energy ; 

(iv) suoh other sales as may be prescribed ; and 

(b) two per centum of the balance remaining after making the deductions 
allowod by sub-clauses (i) to (iv) of olause (o) ; 

{]() “ Board ” means the Board of Revenue, Vindhya Pradesh ■, 

(l) “ year ” means— 

(a) the twelve months ending on the 31st day of March, or, if the aooounts 

of tho assesses are made up to any other day in respect of a year 
ending on any date other than tho 31st day of Mar oh, then at the 
option of the assessee the year ending on the day to whioh his account* 
have been so made up ; 

Provided that, if this option has once been exercised by the assessee it 
shall not again be exercised so as to vary the meaning of the expres- 
sion “ year ” as then applicable to suoh assessee exoept with the 
oonsent of the Commissioner and upon such conditions as he may 
think fit ; or 

( b ) in the case of any person, business or company or olass of persons, 

business or company, suoh period as may be determined by the 
Commissioner or by such person as the Commissioner may authorise 
in this behalf. 

3, Taxing authorities. — (1) The Chief Commissioner may appoint any person 
to he a Commissioner of Sales Tax, and such other persons under any prescribed 
designations to assist him as it thinks fit. 

(2) Persons appointed under sub-section (1) shall, within suoh areas as tho 
Chief Commissioner may specify, exercise such powers as may be conferred and 
perform suoh duties as may be imposed, by or under this Aot. 

(3) All persons appointed under sub-section (1) shall be deemed to be publio 
servants within the meaning of seotion 21 of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 1860). 

4. Incidence Oi taxation— (1) Every dealer whose turnover during the year 

E lin g the commencement of this Aot exceeded the taxable quantum shall be 
to pay tax in accordance with the provisions of this Act on all sales effeoted 
after the commencement of this Act : 

Provided that the tax shall not be payable on sales made in the course of the 
execution of a contract whioh is shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioner to 
have been entered into before the commencement of this Aot. 

(2) Every dealer to whom sub-section (1) does not apply shall be liable to pay 
tax under this Act with effeot from the date of the expiry of two months after the 
month up to the end of whioh his turnover calculated from a date specified in sub- 
section (2-a) exceeds the taxable quantum. 

(2-a) For the purposes of sub -section (2) the specified date shall be the date of 
(i) the commencement of business in the date of a dealer who has been in 
business for less than twelve months ; and 
(ii) the commencement of the year in any other case ; and 
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(3) Every dealer who is liable to pay tax under this Aot shall continue to ho 
*o liable until the expiry of a period of three conseoutive years during each of which 
tiis turnover has not exceeded the taxable quantum and such further period there- 
after as may be prescribed, and on the expiry of this latter period his liability to pay 
tax shall cease. 

(4) Every dealer whose liability to pay tax has ceased under the provisions of 
sub-section (3) shall be liablo to pay tax under this Act with effect from the date 
of the expiry of two months after the month up to the end of whioh from the com- 
mencement of tho year his turnover in respect of sales of goods again exceeds the 
'taxable quantum. 

6. Rate of ta?. — (1) The tax payable by a dealer under this Aot shall be levied 
on his taxable turnover at tho rate of — 

{a) twelve pies in the rupee in relation to the olasses of goods mentioned 
in Part I of Schedule I ; 

(b) three pics in the rupee in relation to the classes of goods mentioned in Part 

II of Schedule I ; 

(c) six pies in the rupee in relation to the classes of goods not included in 

Schedule I or Schedule II. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything in sub-scction (1), the Chief Commissioner 
may allow a rebate to such extent and in respect of such goods as may be notified 
by it, if the sales of such goods are for delivery outside tho State of Vindhya Pradesh 
and the goods are actually so delivered within the prescribed period and in respeot 
of sales to a registered dealer of goods specified in his certificate of registration as 
being intended for use by him in the manufacture of any goods for sale. 

0. Tax-free goods. — (1) No tax shall be payable under this Aot on the sale of 
goods specified in the second column of Sohedule II, subject to the conditions and 
exceptions, if any, sot out in the corresponding entry in the third column thereof. 

(2) The Chief Commissioner may, after giving by notification not less than 
one month’s notice of its intention so to do, by a notification after the expiry of the 
period of notioe montioned in the first notification, amend either Sohedule, and there- 
upon such Sohedule shall be deemed to be amended accordingly. 

7. Saving.— The Chief Commissioner may, subject to such restrictions and 
conditions as may be prescribed, by order exempt, in whole or in part, any dealer 
or class of dealers from the payment of tax under this Act. 

8. Registration of dealers.— (1) No dealer shall, while being liable to pay tax 
under this Act, oarry on business as a dealer unless he has been registered as such 
and possesses a registration certificate : 

Provided that any dealer who at the commencement of this Aot is liablo to pay 
tax under this Act shall be deemed not to have contravened the provisions of t his 
sub-section if be is registered before such date as may he prescribed in this behalf. 

(2) Every dealer required by sub-section (1) to be registered shall make appli, 
cation in that behalf in the prescribed manner to the prescribed authority. 

(3) If the said authority is satisfied that an application for registration is in 
order, it shall in accordance with suoh rules as may be made under this Aot, register 
the applicant and grant Mm a certificate of registration in the prescribed form 
wMcb, in the case of a registered dealer who himself manufactures any goods for 
purposes of sale shall specify the class or classes of goods which are intended to be 
used by him in the manufacture of such goods. 

(4) The Commissioner may amend any certificate of registration in accordance 
with information received under section 17 or otherwise. 

(6) When any dealer is convicted, or pays composition money under seotion 25, 
in respect of any contravention of sub-section (1) of this seotion, the Commissioner 
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shall register such dealer and grant him a certificate of registration, and such regist- 
ration shall take effect as if it had been made under sub-section (3) of this section on 
the dealer’s application. 

(6) When — 

(a) a registered dealer discontinues or transfers his business, or 

(b) the turnover of a registered dealer has, during each of three consecutive 

years, failed to exceed the taxable quantum, 
the Commissioner shall cancel the registration. 

8A. (1) If on the application of any dealer the authority prescribed for the 
purpose of section 8 is satisfied that his turnover during a year has exceeded or is 
likely to exceed the taxable quantum the said authority may, notwithstanding that 
the dealer may not he liable, to pay tax under section 4, register the dealer and grant 
him a certificate of registration in the prescribed manner. 

(2) The provisions of sub-sections (3) and (4) and clause (a) of sub-Bection (6) 
of section 8 shall apply in respect of applications for registration under this 
uection. 

(3) Every dealer who has been registered upon an application made under this . 
section shall, so long as his registration remains in force, be liable to pay tax under 
this Act. 

(4) The registration of a dealer upon application made under this section shall 
he in force for a period of not less than three completo years and shall remain in force 
thereafter unless cancelled under the provisions of the Act. 

(5) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (4) a dealer registered upon applij 
cation made under this section may apply in the prescribed manner not less than 
six months before the end of a” year to the authority which granted him hiB certi- 
ficate of registration for the cancellation of such registration to take effeot at the 
end of year in which the application for such cancellation is made, and the said 
authority shall, unless the dealer is liable to pay tax under section 4, cancel the re- 
gistration accordingly. 

9. Publication of lists of registered dealers. — The Chief Commissioner shall, 
as soon as may he, after the commencement of this Act, publish in the prescribed 
mamier a list of tho names and addresses of registered dealers together with a des- 
cription of the goods, specified in the certificate of registration in the ease of the re- 
gistered dealers who manufacture any good s[ for purposes of sale and thereafter shall 
in like manner publish — 

(a) such particulars of any dealer who is subsequently registered or whose 

registration is cancelled, as soon as may he, after such registration or 

cancellation, and 

(b) annually a consolidated list of modifications of tho first list published 

under this section. 

10 . Returns.— (1) Every such dealer as may he required so to do by the Com- 
missioner by notice served in the prescribed manner and every registered dealer 
shall furnish such returns by such dates and to such authority as may he prescribed. 

(2) If any dealer discovers any omission, error or wrong statement in any 
return furnished by him under sub-seotion (1), he may furnish a revised return in the 
prescribed manner at any time before the assessment is made. 

11 . Assessment o! tax. — (1) If tho Commissioner is satisfied that the retuma 
furnished by a registered dealer in respeot of any period are correot and oomplete, 
he shall assess the dealer on them. 

(2) If the Commissioner is not so satisfied he shall serve the dealer with a notice 
appointing a place and day and directing him — 

(i) to appear in person or by an agent ; and 
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(ii) to produce evidence or have it produced ; 

In support of the returns. 

(3) After hearing the dealer or receiving the evidence produced in support of 
the returns and such further evidence as the Commissioner may require, the Com-* 
missioner shall assess him to tax. 

(4) If a registered dealer — 

(a) does not furnish returns in respeot of any period by the prescribed date 

or 

(b) having furnished suoh returns fails to oomply with all the terms of a notice 

issued under sub-seotion (2), or 

(C) has not regularly employed any method of accounting, or if the method 
employed is such that, in the opinion of the Commissioner, assessment 
cannot properly be made on the basis thereof, 

the Commissioner shall in the prescribed manner assess the dealer to tho best of his 
judgment: 

Provided that he shall not so assess him in respeot of the default speoifled |in 
clause (a) unless the dealer has been first given a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard. 

(5.) If upon information which has oome into his possession, the Commissioner 
is satisfied that any dealer has been liable to pay tax under this Aot in respect of 
any period and has nevertheless wilfully failed to apply for registration, the Com- 
missioner shall, at any time within three calendar years from the commencement of 
this Aot and thereafter within twolvo months from the expiry of suoh period, after 
giving the dealer a reasonable opportunity of being hfeard, proceed in suoh manner 
as may bo prescribed to assess to the b33t of his judgment the amount of tax due from 
the dealer in respeot of suoh period and all subsequent periods ; and the Commissioner 
may direct that the dealer shall pay by way of penalty in addition to the amount of 
tax'so assessed a sum not exoeeding one and a half times that amount. 

(6) No proseoution for’an’offenoe against this Aot shall he instituted in respeot 
of the same facts on which a penalty has been imposed under this seotion. 

12, Payment and reoovery ol ta*. — (1) The tax payable under this Aot shall 
be paid in the manner hereinafter provided at suoh intervals as may be proscribed. 

(2) Before any registered dealer furnishes the returns required by sub-seotion 
(1) of seotion 10, he shall pay into a Government treasury in the prescribed manner 
the full amonnt of tax due from him under this Aot according to suoh returns and 
■hall furnish, along with tho returns, a reoeipt from suoh treasury showing tho pay 
ment of suoh amount. 

(3) If a revised return submitted by a registered dealer in aooordanoe with sub- 
■eotion (2) of seotion 10 shows a greater amount of tax than the original return shown 
to be payable, he shall pay the difference into a Government treasury and furnish- 
along with the revised return tho treasury reoeipt for the sums paid. 

(4) The amount of tax — 

(а) due where the returns are furnished without a reoeipt showing full pay., 

ment thereof, or 

( б ) assessed under sub-sections (1), (3) and (4) of seotion 11, less the sum, if 

any, already paid by the dealer in respeot of the said period,, or 

(c) assessed under sub-seotion (S) of seotion 11, together with the penalty 
if any, directed to be paid under that sub-seotion, 

■hall be paid by the dealer into a Government treasury by suoh date as may be 
specified in a notice to be issued by the Commissioner for this purpose and the date 
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to be bo specified shall be not less than thirty days from the date of service of siioh 
notice: 

Provided that the Commissioner, for reasons to be recorded in writing, may 
grant further time to such dealer or may allow him to pay the tax, together with 
any penalty incurred, by instalments. 

(£>) Any tax or penalty or part thereof left unpaid after the date specified in the 
said notice shall be recoverable as an arrear of land revenno. 

13. Refunds.-— The Commissioner shall, in the prescribed manner and either 
by cash payment or, at the option of the doalor, by deduction of such excess from 
the amount of tax due in respect of any other period, rofund to a registered dealer 
applying in this behalf any amount of tax or penalty paid by such dealer in excess of 
tho amount due from him under this Act : 

1 Provided that no claim for refund shall be allowed unless it is made wit hin 
twelve months from the dato on which the order of assessment with or without 
penalty was passed or within six months from the date on which the final order is 
passed on appeal, rovision, review or reference in respect of the order of assessment 
with or without penalty. 

14. Accounts. — Every registered dealer or other doalor on whom a notioe haa 
been served to furnish returns under sub-section (1) of seotion 10, shall keep a true 
account of the value of goods bought and sold by him , and if tho Commissioner con- 
eiders that the aocount does not sufficiently enable him to verily the returns referred 
to in that sub-section, hb may require such dealer by notice in writing to keep suoh 
acoounts including records of sales as he may, subjeot to rules made under this Act, 
direct. 

15. Production and inspection of accounts and documents, and search of 
premises. — (1) The Commissioner may, subject to such conditions as may be pres- 
cribed, require any dealer to produce before him any accounts, registers or documents 
relevant to the financial transactions of a dealer, including accounts, registers or 
documents relating to profits derived from tho business of any firm, or to furnish 
any information, relating to the stocks of goods of the dealer, or purchases, sales 
and deliveries of goods by him, as may he necessary for the purposes of thin 
Aot. 

(2) AH accounts, registers and documents relating to the stocks of goods of any 
dealer, or to purchases, sales and deliveries of goods by him, and all goods kept in 
any place of business or warehouse of any dealer shall at all reasonable times bo 
open to inspection by tho Commissioner. 

(3) If the Commissioner has reason to Biispect that any dealer is attempting t° 
evade payment of any tax under this Act he may, for reasons to be recorded in writing 
seize such accounts, registers or documents of the dealer as ho may consider neces- 
sary, and shall grant a rocoipt lor the same, and shall retain the same only for so 
jong as may he necessary for examination thereof or for a prosecution. 

(4) For the purposes of sub-section (2) or sub-scotion (3), the Commissioner 
may enter and search any place of businoss or warehouso of any dealor. 

10. Delegation oi Commissioners’ powers. — Subject to suoh restrictions and 
conditions as may be prescribed, the Commissioner may, by order in writing, dole- 

? ;ate any of bis powers under this Act except those under seotion 19, and sub-section 
2) of section 24 to any person appointed under section 3 to assist him. 

17. Information to be furnished regarding changes of business— If any 

registered dealer or other dealer vrho is required to furnish returns under sub-section 
(1) of seotion 10, — 

(a) sells or otherwise disposes of his business or any part of his business o r 
any place of his businoss or effects or comes to know of any other change 
in the ownership of the business, or 



(6) discontinues his business or changes his place of business or -opens a new 
place of business, or 

(c) changes the name or nature of his business, 
he, or if he dies, his legal representative shall, within the prescribed time, inform 
the proscribed authority accordingly. 

18. Tax payable by transfer of business. — When the ownership of the 
business of a dealer liable to pay tax under the Act is transferred any sum payable 
on account of tax or penalty in respect of such business and remaining unpaid at 
the time of the transfer shall be payable by the transferee aB if he was the dealer 
liable to pay such tax ; and the transferee shall within thirty days of the transfer 
apply for registration under section 8 or 8A as the oaso may be. 

19. Power of Commissioner to determine dispute. — If any question arises 
otherwise than in a proceeding before a Court whether for the purposes of this Act, — 

( a ) any person or firm or any branoh or department of any firm is a dealer, 

or 

(b) any transaction is a sale or contract, or 

(c) any dealer is liable to registration, or 

(d) any goods purchased by a registered dealer who manufactures goods for 

sale, are specified in his certificate of registration, or 

(e) any tax is payable in respoot of any sale or contract, or 

(/) any goods or classes of goods should he specified in the certificate of 
registration of any dealer under sub-section (3) of section 8. 

the Commissioner sha)) determine such question after affording the party oonoemed 
an opportunity to be heard : 

Provided that the Commissioner shall not determine the liability of any dealer 
under this Act in respect of any contract entered into or sale effeoted before suoh 
determination unless he is satisfied that the dealer has been wilfully evading or 
attempting to evade payment of tax in respect of any sale of, or contract for the 
supply of, any goods to which such determination relates. 

80. Power of Commissioner and his assistants to take evidence on oath, 
etc. — The Commissioner or any person appointed to assist him under sub-section (1) 
of section 3, shall, for the purposes of this Act, have — 

(a) the following powers of a Court of civil jurisdiction under tho Code of 

Civil Prooedurc, 1908 (V of 1908), namely, powers — 

( i ) to summon and enforce the attendance of any person and examine 

him on oath or affirmation ; 

(ii) to compel tho production of documents ; 

(Hi) to issue commissions for tho examination of witnesses ; and 

(iv) to require or accept proof of facts by affidavits ; and 

(b) such further powers as may be prescribed. 

81. Bax to certain proceedings. — Save as provided in seotion 23, no 
assessment or order made under this Act or the rules made thereunder by the Com- 
missioner or any person appointed under section 3 to assist him shall be oalled into 
question in any Civil Court, and savo r,e provided in sootion 22, no appeal or 
application for revision or review shall lie against any such assessment or order. 

82. Appeal, revision and review. — (1) Any dealer I ggrieved by ail ordor 
under this Act, may, in the prescribed manner, appeal to the prescribed authority 
against the order : 

Provided that no appeal against an order of assessment, with or without 
penalty, shall be admitted by the said authority unless such appeal is accompanied 
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by a satisfactory proof of the payment of the tax, with penalty, if any, in respect 
of which the appeal has been preferred. 

(1-ffl) Notwithstanding anything contained in the proviso to sub-seotion (1), 
the appellate authority may in its discretion allow time to the assesses to pay 
the whole or part of the amount of tax or penalty or both and if the amount is.pald 
within such time, the appeal shall be admitted. 

(2) Every appeal shall be filed within such time as may be prescribed. 

(3) Subject to such procedure as may be prescribed, the appellate authority, 
in disposing of any appeal under sub-seotion (1), may — 

(а) confirm, reduce, enhance or annul the assessment, or ; 

(б) set aside the assessment or penalty or both, and direot the Commis- 

sioner or the person appointed under section 3 to assist the Com- 
missioner to make a fresh assessment after suoh further inquiry as 
may be directed. 

(4) Every order passed in appeal under this seotion shall, subjeot to the pros 
-visions of sub-seotion (6) and section 23, be final. 

(6) Subjeot to rules made under this Aot and for reasons to be reoorded in 
writing, the Commissioner upon application or of his own motion may revise any 
order passed under this Aot or the rules thereunder by a person appointed funder 
section 3 to assist him, and subject as aforesaid, the Board may, in like manner, 
revise any order passed by the Co mmis sioner : 

Provided that before rejecting any application for the revision of any suoh 
order the Commissioner or the Board as the case may be, shall consider it and 'shall 
record reasons for suoh rejection. 

(0) Subject to rules made under this Aot, any person appointed under Beotian 
3 may review any order passed by him. 

(7) Before any order likely to affeot any person adversely is passed under 
this seotion, he shall be given a reasonable opportunity of being heard. 

S3. Statement of case to Court of the Judioial Commissioner — (1) Within 

sixty days from the passing by the Board of any order under sub-seotion (8) 
of seotion 22 affeoting the liability of any dealer to pay tax under this Act.^suah 
dealer or the Commissioner may, by application in writing accompanied where the 
application is made by a dealer by a foe of one hundred rupees, require the Board 
to refer to the Court of the Judioial Commissioner any question of law arising out 
of such order and where the Board decides to make reference to the Court of the 
Judioial Commissioner it shall draw up a statement of the oaae and refer it f ac- 
cordingly.

(3) If upon the reoeipt of an application upder olause (6) of sub-aeotion (2) 
the Court of the Judioial Commissioner is not satisfied that the refusal was justified 
It may require the Board to state the case and refer it, and on reoeipt of such 're- 
quisition, the Board shall act accordingly.

thereon containing the grounds of decision and shall send to the Board a oopy of the 
Judgment under the seal of the Court and the signature of the Registrar, and the 
Board shall dispose of the oaso accordingly.

(7) Tax ordered by'the Board to be paid by an order Tin respect of whloh an 
application has been made under suh-seotion (1) shall, notwithstanding the making 
of suoh application or any reference in oonsequenoe thereof, be payable upon]the 
the making of the order. 

(8) Where as the result oi a rererenoe under this seouon'the tax due from any 
-dealer is reduced below the amount paid by him under 3ub-seotion (7), the 
■difference shall be refunded to him in accordance with the provisions of 
aeetion 18. 

24. Offences and penalties. — (1) Whoever— 

(a) oarries on business as a dealer in contravention of sub-seotion (1) of 
section 8| oi 

■(h) fails, without sufficient cause, to submit any'return as required by Bub- 
seotion (1) of section 10 or submits a falsejretum ; or 

■(c) being a registered dealer who manufactures any goods for purposes 
of sale falsely represents, when purchasing goods of any class that 
goods of suoh class are specified in his certificate of registration ; or 

(d) not being a registered dealor falsely represents when ^ purchasing 

goods that he is a registered dealer ; or 

(e) fails to keep acoounts or reoords of sales in aooordanoe with any require* 

ment made of him under seotion 14 ; or 

(/) refuses to comply with any requirement made of him under sub-seotion (1) 
of section 15 ; or 

(g) knowing by produces inoorreot accounts, registers or documents or knows 
ingly furnishes inoorreot information ; or 

{h) obstructs any offioer making an inspection or a searoh or a seizure 'under 
section 15 ; or 

(i) neglects to furnish any information required by seotion 17 ; 

shall, without prejudice to the reoovery of any tax that may be due from him, be 
punishable with simple imprisonment whioh may extend to six months or a fine 
not’exoeeding one thousand rupees or with both and when the offenoe is a conti- 
nuing offence, with a further fine not exceeding fifty rupees for every /lay 'the offenoe 
continues. 

(2) No Court shall take oognizance of anything expressed to be an offenoe 
by or under this Aot, except with tho previous sauotion of the Commissioner, and 
no Court inferior to that of a Magistrate of the first olass shall try any suoh 
offenoe. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Cr imin al Procedure, 
1898 (V of 1898), all offences punishable under this Aot f shall be oognizable and 
bailable. 

25. Compounding ot offences. — (1) Subject to such conditions 'as 'may be pros- 
cribed, the Commissioner may, either before or after the institution of proceed- 
ings under this Aot, permit any person charged with an offenoe under sub-seotion 
(1) of seotion 24 or under any rule made under this Aot to oompound the offenoe 
on payment of suoh sum not exceeding one thousand rupees as the Commissioner 
may determine i 




Provided that where the offence charged is under clause (a) or (b) of that 
sub-section, and the amount of tax which 'would have been payable by such person 
had he complied with the provisions of this Act is more than five hundred rupees, 
the Commissioner may allow composition on payment of a sum not exceeding twioe 
suet amount, 

(2) On payment of such sum as may be determined by the Commissioner under 
sub-section (1), the accused person shall be discharged, and no further proceedings 
shall be taken against him in respect of the same offence. 

20. Protection o! persons acting In good faith and limitation of suits and 
p rosecutlons.— (1) No suit, posecution or other legal proceedings shall lie 
against any servant of the Government for anything which is in good faith done or 
ntended to he done under this Act or the rules made thereunder. 

(2) No suit shall be instituted against the Government and no prosooution or 
suit shall be instituted against any person in respect of anything done or intended to 
be done under this Act unless the suit or prosecution haB been instituted within 
three months from the date of the act complained of. 

27. Returns eto., to be confidential. — (i) All particulars contained in 
any statement, return, account, or document furnished or produced in accordance 
with this Act, or in evidence recorded under this Act other than evidence given 
before a Criminal Court shall, save as provided in sub-section (3), be kept confi- 
dential and notwithstanding anything in the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (I of 1872), 
no Court save as aforesaid shall be entitled to require any servant of the Government 
to produce before it any such statement, return, account., document, or recorded 
evidence or any part thereof, or to give evidence before it in respect thereof. 

(2) If, save as provided in sub-section (3), any servant of the Government 
discloses any of the particulars referred to in sub-seotion (1), he Bhall be punishable 
with imprisonment which may extend to six months or with fine or with both. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall apply to the disclosure — 

(a) of any of the particulars referred to in sub-section (1) for the purpose of 

a prosecution under the Inchan Penal Code, 1800 (XLV of 1800), 
in respect of any such statement, return, accounts, documents, evi- 
dence, affidavits or deposition, or for the purpose of a prosecution, 
under this Act, or 

(b) of such faots, to an officer of the Income-tax Department, as may he 

necessary for the purpose of enabling that Department to levy or 
realise income-tax. 

28. Power to make rules. — (1) The Chief Commissioner may, after previous 
publication, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Aot. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power, 
the Chief Commissioner may make rules, prescribing — 

(a) all matters which are required to bo prescribed under this Aot ; 

(b) the portion referred to in sub-clause (ii) of clause (h) of section 2, and 

the taxable quantum for dealers under sub-clause (b) of clause (i) of 
that section ; 

(c) the further period after the date of expiry of three eonseoutive years 

roforred to in sub-sootion (3) of seotion 4 ; 

(d) the sales on w hich turnover may be deducted by a dealer from his turn- 

over in computing his taxable turnover as defined in olause (j) of 
section 2 ; 

(e) the authority to which applications for registration under seotion 8 or 

8-A shall he made and the manner of making them ; 




(/) the procedure for registering dealers and granting registration oertifU 
cates, the form of such certificates under seotion 8, the date from which 
cancellation of registration under sub-section (6) of seotion 8, shall 
take effeot, and all matters incidental thereto ; 

( ff ) the manner in which a certificate of registration may he granted under 
sub-section (1), and the manner in which application may be made 
under sub-section (5) of section 8-A. 

(g) the manner in which the lists and particulars referred to in seotion 0 

shall he published ; 

(h) how and at what intervals tax shall bo payable under section 12 ; 

(t) the returns to be furnished under BUb-scotion (2) of seotion 10, and when 
and to what authority they shall be furnished ; 

(j) the date by whioh returns for any period shall be furnished and the pron 

cedure for asessment under seotion 11 ; 

(k) how refunds under section 13 shall bo made ; 

(l) the accounts and forms thereof required by the Commissioner to be kept 

under seotion Id ; 

( m ) the conditions under which accounts, documents, or information may be 

required under sub-section (1) of section 15 ; 

(n) the conditions subjeot to whioh the Commissioner may delegate hie 

powers under section 16 ; 

(o) to what authority and within what time information Bhall be furnished 

under seotion 17 ; 

(p) how and to what authority appeals against assessment may be preferred 

under seotion 22 ; 

(q) the procedure and other matters (including foeB) relating to the disposal 

of appeals and applications for revisions and reviews under section 

22 ; 

(r) the conditions under whioh offenoes may be compounded under seotion 

25; 

(a) how and within what time applications, information, and notioe shall bo 
made, furnished or sorvod under this Act ; and 
( t ) tho sacred books referred to in itom 24 in the first column of Sohedule H. 

(3) In making any rule the Cliief Commissioner may, direct that a hreaot 
thereof shall he punishable with fine not exceeding five hundred rupees, and when 
the, offence is a continuing one, with a fine not exceeding twenty- five rupees for 
every day the offence continues. 

29. Repeal and saving,— The Vindhya Pradesh Sales Tax Ordinance No. H 
Of 1949 is hereby repealed : 

Provided that tho repeal shall not affect — 

(a) the previous operation of tho said Ordinance, or 

( b ) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment inourred in respect of any offenoo 

committed against tho said Ordinance, or 

(o) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any suoh 
penalty, forfeiture or punis hm ent, 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may he institu ted, continue 
Or enforced, and any such penalty, forfeiture or punishment may be imposed as if 
tile said Ordinance had not been repealed : 
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Provided farther that, subject to the preceding proviso, anything done or any 
action taken, inoluding any appointment or delegation made, notification, order, 
instruction or direction issued, rule, regulation, form, bye law or scheme framed, 
certificate, patent, permit or licence granted or registration effected, under the 
--corresponding provision of this Act and shall continue in foroe accordingly unless and 
until superseded by anything done or any aotion taken under this Act.
